EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Reno Should Have a Commercial Club 


S 


HAKING of the results of organized effort 


along certain lines, one of the most active 


members of the relief committee said the other 
day. 
"If it were possible to similarly organize 


the people of Reno into a body of workers whose 
object it was to herald the advantages of this city 
as a manufacturing, educational, business and 
residential center, no power on earth could pre- 
vent Reno from having a population of 20,000 in 
five years. The difficulty in bringing about such 
a consummation," he continued, "lies in the fact 
that it takes some great calamity like the San 
Francisco disaster to arouse the people from the 
lethargy induced by too close application to in- 
dividual affairs and a consequent neglect of the 
opportunities presented for the advancement of 
the municipality as a whole were a portion of our 
time devoted to a co-operation of all business, 
educational, religious and social interests." 


There can be no question of the truth of the 


above statement. 
Roap^^QsaesseB. .many live, 


hustling business and professional men whose 
every interest is wrapped up in the future of this 
city and who have every confidence in the stabil- 
ity of the foundation upon which it is builded, 
but notwithstanding this general optimistic feel- 
ing there is a woeful lack of co-operation which 
is possible only under a system of organisation. 
Reno has grown simply because it could not help 
but grow—not through any effort of its citizens, 
for they have made none. How much more it 
would have" advanced had there been a combined 


effort made to "boost," can never be estimated. 


All this demonstrates the need of some cen- 


tral organization devoted exclusively to the ad- 
vancement of the city and the resources of the 
surrounding country. As it is now there is ab- 
solutely no way in which information can be se- 
cured for the benefit of hundreds of homeseekers 
and capitalists looking for investment, no way in 
which information could be disseminated were it 
possible to compile it. 


What is needed is a Commercial Club where 


men in all walks in life can meet and discuss 
ways and means for improving conditions as a 
whole, where the banker, the minister, the lawyer, 
and the merchant can meet on a common plane 
and work to a common end. Committees from 
such a club or organization could control 
the 


destiny of Reno and mould it along any lines it 
choose. As an advisory board to co-operate with 
the City Council its influence would be beyond 
computation. Under present conditions our city 
fathers must meet the objections o$*»«drv«iwete' 
who take no interest in municipal affairs until 
some action is taken which touches their bank 
account and who have no conception of the gen- 
eral plan of city improvements and the amount 
of money necessary to meet the demands for pub- 
lic necessities in our rapidly growing city. 


Let, us, then, £et together and for a few 


minutes forget our selfish interest in individual 
affairs and devote ourselves to the upbuilding of 
the entire community. Let us organize a Com- 
mercial Club,

Another account says that at least 500 
men, women and children were driven at the1 


point of the bavonet from the sites formerly oc- 


cupied by jewelry and other dealers in valuables. 


The line that divides the ghoul \vho robs the 


dead'and those ultra respectable persons who 
seek' to take the property of others when they 
are unable to stand guard over their desolated 
places of business is an exceedingly fine one. 


There seems but one °way to prevent this 


mania for thievery and that is to absolutely ex- 
clude everyone from the burned district except 
thost who can demonstrate that they had prop- 
erty wtiich they wish to protect.
